To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Durham  •—        _ 

In  reply  to  your  inquiries,  we  say,  your  town 
appropriated  the  surplus  revenue  deposited  witli  it  to  the  purchase  of 
a  town  farm.  By  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Brown  and  al  v.  ]\Iarsh  and 
al.,  1  Foster  81,  the  fund  was  thus  expended,  and  as  a  fund  ceased  to 
exist. 
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If  the  iarm  is  sold,  tiic  money  received,  therefore,  is  to  be  regarded 
as  the  other  funds  of  the  town,, and  as  such  must  be  appropriated.  It 
was  decided  in  the  above  case  that  towns  cannot  legally  raise  money  by 
taxation  for  distribution.  It  is  equally  clear  that  they  may  not  legally 
distribute  money  after  it  has  been  raised,  or  any  other  funds  of  the- 
town . 

The  act  of  1841  applies  only  to  the  surplus  revenue  fund.

Report   of   llie   Stiperliitencling    Scliool    Committee 

for   mUh'h 

The  expiration  of  another  year,  demands  the  usual  Report  of  the- 
Schools  in  the  town  of  Durham.  As  Superintending  School  Committed;, 
I  have  paid  45  visits  to  the  Schools.  All  of  them  have  received  ttvc' 
visit   each  term,  with  a  partial  exception  in  one  case. 

After  the  Tabular  statement,  giving  the  names  of  the  teachers,  the 
number  of  weeks  kept,  the  salary,  the  whole  and  the  average  atten- 
dance, I  shall  endeavor  to  present  frankly,  and  in  brief,  my  opinjois 
of  each  school  in  detail.

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In  District  No.  1,  the  Summer  ydiool  was  nearly  a  failure.  The 
teacher  did  not  exercise  that  energy  which  was  requisite  in  a  school  of 
this  size.  She  complained,  and  with  apparent  reason,  of  a  want  of  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  the  parents  in  this  District. 

During  the  Winter,  the  school  made  excellent  progress.  It  is  with 
unfeigned  pleasure,  that  I  Ijear  testimony  to  the  zeal  of  the  teacher, 
who,  besides  maintaining  efficient  discipline,  secured  the  good  will  of 
the  "  little  folks."  This  state  of  things  is  as  it  should  he.  It  is  perhaps 
needless  to  say  tliat  the  school  was  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

District  No.  2.  The  school  is  small  and  backward.  It  did  pretty 
well,  especially  in  the  winter  season. 

No.  3.  In  consequence  of  repairs  on  the  house,  the  Summer  School 
was  deferred  till  late  in  the  season.  The  scholars  manifested  an  inter- 
est in  their  studies,  and  appeared  well. 

The  Winter  School  is  in  progress  under  favorable  circumstances. 

No.  4.  In  summer,  the  school  did  pretty  well.  The  winter  termi 
has  not  closed.  The  teacher  is  well  qualified.  He  wauld  be  unexcep- 
tionable, if  his  good  nature  would  impel  him  to  exact  a  more  rigitl 
discipline. 

No.  5.  An  experienced  teacher  kept  l)oth  seasons.  This  is  mueli 
better  for  both  district  and  teacher,  especially  in  this  instance,  where 
capacity  on  her  part  evinced  its  propriety. 

No.  0.  The  number  of  scholars  is  too  small  to  entitle  it  to  the 
appellation  of  school.  The  teacher,  perhaps,  did  as  well  as  she  could. 
Had  she  professed  a  fitness  for  a  more  extended  sphere,  I  really  think 
she  would  not  have  survived  sucli  a  chrome  malady,  as  her  attenuated 
charge  (of  two  pupils)  presented. 

No.  7.  This  is  one  of  the  best  schools  in  the  town.  In  fact,  taking 
into  account  the  house,'  the  people,  tlie  size  and  accessibility  of  the 
District,  it  is  a  model  school  district  for  an  agricultural  town. 

The  summer  term  was  moderately  successful,  it  being  an  almost  im- 
possibility for  any  teacher  ordinarily  employed,  to  "  keep"  a  poor 
school,  by  reason  of  the  habitual  interest  felt  by  both  scholars  and 
parents. 

It  is  with  pleasure,  I  state  the  progress  of  the  winter  school  as  being 
(jood.  The  attention  paid  to  parsing  by  a  large  class,  shew  marked 
advancement  in  a  study  too  often  neglected. 

No.  8.  The  teacher  in  the  summer  had  not  a  spark  of  that  enthu- 
siasm, necessary  to  awaken  a  spirit  of  interest  in  the  pupil.  Thx- 
school  made  less  than  respectable  progress.  It,  however,  came  fully  up 
to  the  mark  under  its  old  teacher  the  succeeding  term. 

No.  9.  Pcrliaps  on  account  of  the  ill-health  of  the  teacher  of  the 
first  term,  at  any  rate  a  decided  lack  of  energy  on  her  part  was  mani- 
fest. I  regret  this  the  more,  as  the  material  for  a  good  school  was 
present,  most  of  the  pupils  possess  marked  characteristics  of  scholar- 
ship. My  visit  the  succeeding  term  satisfied  me  that  the  school  was  in 
better  hands. 

No.  10.  Kept  both  terms  by  the  same  teacher.  The  school  is  rather 
backward,  but  has  done  well  the  present  year.     The  district  was  fortu- 
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aate  in  its  choice  of  a  teaclier,  who,  to  a  natural  love  of  study,  unites 
jiidicious  firmness,  to  a  kind  regard  for  those  placed  under  her  cliarge  ; 
kence  a  peculiar  fitness  for  the  trying  duties  of  a  school  teacher. 
Such  are  my  views  of  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  the  past  year. 

TO  IMPROVE  THEM. 

We  must  visit  and.  encourage  the  teacher  by  sustaining  the  regula- 
tions of  the  school  room.  All  disorganizing  influences  which  enter  the 
school,  are  always  the  result  of  a  want  of  watchful  care  on  the  part  of 
the  parent. 

THE  SCHOOL  H0U8E 

in  No  4  needs  to  be  "revised  and  corrected"' in  sundry  particulars. 
•''  A  word  to  the  wise  is  sulficient.''  Let  the  thriving  residents  of  this 
district  see  to  it,  that  the  school  room  of  its  district  keeps  pace  with 
fcheir  commo'dious  and  well-kept  farm-houses  and  fields,  and  they  will 
find  the  moral  influence  on  their  children's  conduct  to  be  as  good  an 
mvestment  for  their  money  as  they  can  desire. 

No.  5  ought  to  repair  the  house,  as  it  is  not  even  comfortable. 

No.  9  should  l)y  all  means  change  the  scliool  room  materially,  as  the 
present  arrangement  for  a  school  of  this  size  is  greatly  to  the  detriment 
of  the  pupils. 

KEEPINC;  SCHOOLS  SATURDAY 

.should  not  bt  allowed,  on  any  prcteocl..  Make  it,  as  it  is,  good  cause  ibr 
dismissal  of  any  teacher  who  thus  infringes  on  theriglits  of  the  scholars. 
Tt  leads  to  much  irregularity  the  remainder  of  the  week,  and  as  the 
teachers  are  paid  for  their  time,  let  them  observe  this  holiday  as  sacred. 

REGISTERS 

are  in  many  cases  improperly  kept,  and  also  great  difficulty  occurs  in 
their  collection.  It  is  the  duty  of  tlie  teacher,  hnmcdialcly  at  the  close 
of  the  school,  to  hand  the  Register  to  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee. 

No  teacher  is  entitled  to  payment  for  services  until  so  doing. 

I  have  had  much  difliculty  in  obtaining  the  Register  this  year.  That 
for  No  3,  Summer  scliool,  has  not  come  to  .hand  at  all,  as  I  write  this. 
The  irrelevant  trifling  ol  gome  teachers  has  sometimes  led  them  to 
entries  which  indicate  \\  want  of  self-respect.  A  mark(;d  instance  I 
notice  in  the  school  register  of  No.  0  (Winter  term.) 

VISITS 

to  the  schools  by  citizens  the  past  year  number  141,  not  including  11 
m.adc  by  Prudential  Committee.
